© Resouvrion.—The embarrassment occasioned to the finances of this empire by the 
present disturbance in the relative values of gold and silver has, for some time past, been 
under the anxious consideration of the Viceroy and Governor General in Council; and His 
Excellency has been led by such consideration to the conclusion that it is now advisable to 
notify to the Local Governments the wishes of the Government of India in regard to those 
preliminary measures of retrenchment and economy which are necessitated by the immediate 
exigencies of the financial situation. 

“2, It was a part of the budget arrangements of this year that the Secretary of State 
in Council should borrow in England £2,640,000 for the construction of extraordinary 
public works. An incidental effect of that arrangement was to reduce, by the above 
mentioned sum, the amount that must otherwise have been raised by bills for the supply of 
the Home Treasury, and, according to the rate of exchange assumed in the estimates, viz. 
Re. 11s. 84d., to diminish the entry under Loss by Exchange, and improve the nominal 
balance of the year by Rs. 45,00,000. Notwithstanding this and other advantages, the 

= surplus revenue of the year was estimated at only Rs. 14,40,000. 
, 8. It was calculated at that time that the supply of £13,660,000 to the Home 
‘ Treasury by bills would cost Rs. 15,99,20,000 ; and accordingly the sum of Rs. 2,33,20,000 
was provided under the adjusting head Loss by Exchange. Subsequently, however, to the 
publication of the estimates, the Secretary of State found it convenient to increase the 
amount borrowed in England to £4,000,000. The incidental relief to the estimates of the 
year from this source would thus be, if the rate of exchange could be calculated as before, 
Rs. 68,380,000. The relief obtained may now be estimated at a much larger sum. In 
_ judging of the financial position and future prospects of the Government of India, it is 
“necessary to bear this fact in mind. 
4, The sum to be raised in England having been thus increased, the amount to be 
~. supplied to the Home Treasury by bills during the year is now reduced to £12,300,000, 
of which £3,344,134 has been obtained to date by the sale of bills for Rs. 4,06,10,000, the 
adjustment entered under Loss by Ewchange being already Rs. 71,68,660. 

5, It is at present impossible to frame any approximate estimate of the cost in rupees 
ae ing tothe Home Treasury the sum of 8,956,446, which still remains to be raised 
y ; but the Government of India cannot now expect that the whole entry under Loss 
- will not be largely in excess of the grant. 








the prospects of the customs revenue are, iy reason of the ddverse 
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and the cost of the unprecedentedly large opium crop in Bengal is

.7. Altogether, the financial prospects give cause for such grave anxiety that the 
Governor General in Council deems it necessary to invite the earnest co-operation of the 
Local Governments and Heads of Departments in reducing, by cvery possible means, the 
threatened deficit. 

8. The authorities at the head of each department, whether administered by the 
Imperial or Local Governments, should therefore take prompt measures to stop all outlay 
of public money which is not absolutely necessary, or to which the Government is not 
committed, or the discontinuance of which will not cause disproportionate loss and waste. 
An early report should be made to the Government of India in the Financial Department of 
the measures adopted for giving effect to these instructions, and of the saving which may be 
expected under each Government and in each Department, The Governor Gen in 
Council will be unable to sanction any new expenditure that is not indispensable. 

9. The financial disorder which demands these measures is exclusively due t6 the 
recent rapid fall of the value of silver in relation tu gold, and the consequent enhancement 
of the cost in silver of all payments in gold. The Governor General in Council is not 
prepared at present to say what measures the Government of India may be compelled to 
take in order to permanently restore the financial equilibrium; but pending the adoption 
of such measures, it is incumbent on His Excellency in Council to warn all Local Govern- 
ments that he may be reluctantly compelled to call upon them for sacrifices which, if requisite 
for the public welfare, those Governments will, he feels assured, be ready to accept in the 
loyal und generous spirit evinced by them on previous occasions of great financial pressure. 

10. The Governor General in Council has resolved, for the present, largely to reduce 
the expenditure on extraordinary public works, and, in regard to many of the measures 
which may be necessary to effect that object, he coufides in the valuable assistanee of the 
Local Governments. » 

11. Moreover, the means at the disposal of the Government of India for granting loans 
to Municipal and other corporations, and to Native States or private persons, are, so long as* 
the present state of things lasts, likely to be limited; and therefore no application for such 
loans should be made or forwarded by any Government officer, except for purposes which 
admit of no postponement.

No. 8284.— The 6th October 1876.— Pensions and Gratuities—With the sanction of Her 
Majesty’s Secretary of State for India, the Governor-General in Council directs that the

Tetters &c., intended for despatch by private vessel must be fully pre-paid by stamps at 
the ordinary Indian inland rates, and they will be liable on delivery in any forei oun 
such postage as may be chargeable under the regulations of that country. This rule does 





not, however, apply to correspondence sent by private ship to Hong-Kong or the Straits, for 


see those entries in the Foreign Post Schedule. 


Route by which forwarded. 

(8.) The route by which an article is intended to be sent should be marked on the upper 
left-hand corner of the address side. An article marked fora particular route, but not ful- 
filling the conditions of that route (¢g., in respect of compulsory prepayment of postage) 
will be treated as if not marked for any particular route. Articles not marked for any 
particular route will, as a general rule, be sent by the route which stands first in the Schedule, 
except where there is a quicker despatch by some other route, or where the first route may 
require the compulsory prepayment of a higher rate of postage than that which has been 
prepaid, or where the amount of postage paid may leave no doubt as to the route intended. 


Correspondence from or to Aden. 


(4.) Correspondence passing direct. between Aden and places abroad is governed by the 
same conditions as correspondence between India and such places, except in reject of letters 
conveyed by French packet, which, in some instances, are charged ata higher rate when sent 

* from Aden. In all such instances, the rate ‘from Aden ” is given separately in (he Schedule. 

Correspondence from Aden to India or any Indian Post Office is charged at the rates shown 

in the shake for correspondence from India to Aden. Correspondence from Aden to Zanzi- 
t bar dy British packet is subject te the rates applicable to Inland correspondence, but prepay- 
ment is compulsory. 


Letters for Erzeroum and the interior of Armenia, Jedda, Mecca, and West Arabia, Persia, 
Turkey, Asia Minor, Kashmir, Ladakh, Cabut, Sc. 


(5.) It is recommended that letters for Erzeroum and other parts of the interior of ~ 


Armenia be addressed to the care of some agent at Samsoun or Trebizond, and that letters for 
Kiermansbah and Hamadan in Persia be sent by the Indian inland post to the Indian post 
office at Bagdad, addressed to the care of some agent there. ; 


Letters for Jedda, Meeca, or other places in West Arabia should be prepaid as far as 
Suez at the rate of postage prescribed for letters to Suez. From Suez they are forwarded to 
destination by Turkish post or such opportunity as may offer. 


Letters for Teheran, Ispaba, Shiraz, Julfa, or other places in Persia, if fully prepaid with 
ordinary Indian inland postage, will be sent to the Indian post office at Bushire, and thence 
forwarded by land post to destination, subject to such additional charge as may there be 
leviable. 

Letters for such places in Turkey and Asia Minor or Syria, as have no British, Austrian, 
or French post offices (see list of British, Austrian, and French offices in Turkey given in the 
schedule) should be addressed to the care of an agent at the nearest port at which a British, 
Austrian, or French office has been established. 


Letters and other articles for Kashmir are forwarded during the summer months (15th 
April to 1st November) through the Indian post office at Murree, and thence by Kashmir 
to Srinagar, where an Indian post office is maintained temporarily. During the summer, 
tes, &e., sent by this route are subject to the ordinary Indian inland rates of postage and to 
the ordinary rules as respects prepayment ; but additional postage equal to half Indian postage 
is levied on delivery on behalf of the Kashmir Government. During the winter months, lettere 
for Kashmir, if fully prepaid with ordinary Indian inland postage, are forwarded to the Indian 
frontier post office at Sialkot, and thence by Kashmir post to Jummoo. This route is closed 
during the summer, when the Murree route is open, 
Letters and other articies for Leh (Ladakh) are forwarded during the summer months 
15th April to Ist November) through the Indian post office at Murree, and thence by the 
ir Post to Leh, where an Indian branch post office has been established. During the 
winter months letters for Leh are forwarded through the Indian post office at Sialkot, and 
thence by Kashmir post to Leh. By either route letters, &c., must be fully prepaid with 
ordinary Indian inland postage, and will in addition be taxed on delivery by the Kashmir 
» Government with postage equal to half Indian postage. : 
Letters for Cabul, if fully prepaid with ordinary Indian inland postage, are forwarded 
- * to the Indian frontier post office at Peshawur, and there made over to the Postal Agent 
Pa by the Ameer of Cabul for delivery under local conCitions and rates of charge. Mails 
oh aa py forwarded by the Agent towards Cabul about three times a week. 
Letters for Russia. 
&e., for Russia should have the name of the town added in either English, 
an, and they should bear as a of their address the name of the province or 
t in which they are situated. In addressing all letters, &c., for Russia, the name 
‘of destination, as well as the government in which such place is situated, must be 
en ; and farther, the address must be plainly written. If these conditions be aot
